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MARKET  REVIEW 

The  March  crop  report  of  the  Department  indicates  that  growers 
currently  expect  to  plant  1,414,000  acres  of  sugarbeets  for  harvest  in 
1968,  an  increase  of  18  percent  above  1967.  If  current  expectations  are 
realized  and  sugar  yields  per  acre  approximate  the  average  during  the 
1963-67  period,  about  3.2  million  tons  of  beet  sugar  would  be  produced 
from  the  1968  crop.  This  would  be  larger  than  from  any  other  crop 
except  that  of  1964  when  1,440,000  acres  were  planted  and  3.  32  million 
tons  of  sugar  produced. 

Production  of  raw  cane  sugar  in  Florida  reacned  626 , 035  tons  as  of 
March  1  5 .  Through  March  17  last  year  607 ,  321  tons  had  been  produced . 
Present  indications  are  that  the  1967-68  crop  will  exceed  the  650,000 
tons  previously  expected »  The  production  in  Florida  together  with  the 
740,000  tons  produced  in  JLouisiana  is  now  expected  to  bring  the  total 
production  for  the  mainland  cane  area  well  above  1,400,000,  tons.  The 
previous  record  was  1,212,000  tons  from  the  1966-67  crop. 

Sugar  production  in  Hawaii  through  March  9  amounted  to  106,0  53  tons 
96*^  basis  as  compared  to  126,782  tons  through  March  11  last  year.  All 
but  one  of  the  Hawaiian  mills  are  now  operating. 

Sugar  pr  oduc  tion  in  Puerto  Rico  as  of  March  10  amounted  to'203,575  tons, 
96°  basis,  compared  with  316,041  tons  through  March  12  last  year.  All 
18  of  the  mills  scheduled  for  operation  in  1968  had  commenced  opera- 
tions .  The  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  averaged  9-456  percent  for  the 
year  to  date  compared  with  9.408  during  the  comparable  period  last 
year. 

R eported distribution  of  sugar  for  consumption  in  the  continental  United 
States  by  all  primary  distributors  through  March  9  amounted  to 
1,715,000  tons  as  compared  to  1,560,000  tons  through  March  9  last 
year.  Cane  sugar  refiners  marketed  1,254,000  tons  or  102,000  tons 
more  than  last  year  and  95,000  tons  more  than  the  record  for  the 
comparable  period  established  in  1966.  Beet  processors  marketed 
424,000  tons  during  this  period  of  1968  compared  with  372,000  tons  in 
1967  and  455,000  tons  in  1966. 
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Regionally,  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  during  January  of  1968  were  up 
in  all  of  the  five  regions  as  compared  with  the  same  month  of  .1967. 
Increases  occurred  in  all  but  five  states  with  Illinois  having  the  greatest 
increase  303 ,  000  hundredweight  --of  any  state  compared  with  i967.. 
Five  other  states  had  increases  of  more  than  100,000  hundredweight  -- 
California  189,000,  Michigan  151,000,  Georgia  135,000,  Pennsylvania, 
120,000  and  Texas  103,000.  Florida,  Delaware  and  North  Dakota  re- 
ceived slightly  less  sugar  in  January  1968  than  in  January  1967. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  tp  processors  of  food  and  other  products  during 
calendar  year  1967  were  up  0 .  7  percent  from  1966  while  deliveries  of 
sugar  for  consumption  in  homes  and  institutions  declined  2.1  percent. 

Four  of  the  food  processing  groups  received  more    sugar  in    1967  -- 
bakers    up  4.2  percent,    beverage    manufacturers    up  2.6  percent,  ice 
cream    and  dairy   products  manufacturers    up  0  .  5  percent    and  confec- 
tioners up  0  .  3  percent.  Canners  received  4.0  percent  less  than  in  1966. 
Other  industrial  processor  s  also  received  5.1  percent  less  thaji  in  1966. 

Deliveries  to  wholesale  grocers  were  down  4.7  percent  and  deliveries 
to  retail  grocers,  chain  stores  amd  super  markets  also  were  down  1.1 
percent. 

The  inventories  of  cane  sugar  refiners  on  March  2,  1968  were  reported 
as  818,000  tons  as  compared  with  760,000  tons  at  the  end  of  February 
1967  and  618,000  tons  on  February  28,  1966. 

Inventories  of  beet  sugar  processors  in  1968  show  a  further  decline  in 
comparison  with  recent  years.  On  March  2,  stocks  of  1,478,000  tons  of 
beet  sugar  were  reported  by  processors  compared  with  1,669,000  tons 
at  the  end  of  February  1967  and  1,740,000  tons  at  the  end  of  February 
1966. 

During  February  the-  price  quotation  for  raw  sugar  duty  paid '  and 
delivered  at  New  York  averaged  7.38  cents  per-pound  compared  with 
7.21  cents  during  February  196J.  The  spot  price  was  7.33  cents  from 
February  23  to  March  11  when  it  rose  to  7.35  cents. 

Wholesale  price  quotations  for  the  basis  pack  --  100  pound  paper  bags  - 
in  the  Northeast,  firm  at  10.60  cents  per  pound  at  the  start  of  1968, 
showed  signs  of  softening  in  late  January  and  during  February  and 
March.  During  these  months  one  refiner  quoted  sugar  in  100 -pound 
paper  bags  throughout  the  Northeast  territory  at  10.40  cents  per  pound 
and  other  refiners  quoted  that  price  in  New  York  state  and  parts  of  New 


/ 
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Jersey  and  Connecticut.  Thes  e  off  erings  were  withdrawn  as  of  March  15 
for  deliveries  made  after  March  29- 

In  the  Chicago-West  territory  wholesale  price  quotations  of  10.00  cents 
per  pound  for  100 -pound  paper  bags  announced  in  late  January  became 
effective  March  1.  The  direct-shipment  territory  allowance  of  .  10  cents 
per  pound  remains  in  effect  in  this  region. 

Easternbeet  sugar  was  quoted  during  February  and  March  of  1968  at  the 
same  prices  as  beet  and  cane  sugar  sold  in  the  Chicago -West  region 
except  for  the  direct- shipment  territory  allowance.  As  of  March  18  the 
current  quotations  for  100 -pound  paper  bags  in  the  several  regions  were 
as  follows: 


Nationally,  the  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  in  five-pound  paper  bags 
averaged  12.16  cents  per  pound  in  January  compared  with  12.20  cents 
for  calendar  year  1967  and  12.22  cents  in  January  1967. 

The  world  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange  averaged  2.17  cents  per  pound  for  February  compared  with 
1.71  cents  for  February  of  last  year.  On  February  1  of  this  year  the 
quotation  was  2.  35  cents  and  by  February  26  had  declined  to  2.00  cents. 
On  March  11  the  quotation  further  declined  to  1.90  cents  per  pound  and 
on  March  14  returned  to  2 . 00  cents  .  As  of  March  15  the  world  price  was 
quoted  as  2.00  cents  per  pound  and  futures  prices  ranged  from  2.15 
cents  for  May  1968  to  2.85  cents  for  July  1969  delivery.

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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 

March  15,  1968 

Announced  a  determination  of  "fair  and  reasonable  prices"  for  the 
1967-68  crop  of  sugarcane  in  Puerto  Rico.  The  determination  continues 
the  provisions  of  the  1966 -67  determination  except  that  provisionis  made 
for  the  handling  of  sugarcajie  in  bulk  by  Puerto  Rican  sugar  mills.  This 
change  is  not  expected  to  alter  the  sharing  relationship  between  pro- 
ducers and  processors  which  has  prevailed  in  recent  years. 

Producers  were  paid  an  average  of  $9.00  per  ton  for  their  1966-67  crop 
sugarcane,  and,  in  addition,  received  Sugar  Act  payments  averaging 
$1.36  per  ton  of  cane.  Production  of  sugar  for  the  1966-67  crop  was  the 
lowest  in  recent  years  . 

The  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  requires  producers  who  also 
process  sugarcajie  grown  by  other  producers  to  pay  prices  not  less  than 
those  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  be  fair  and  reason- 
able as  a  condition  of  eligibility  for  payment  under  the  act. 

A  public  hearing  on  the  subject  was  held  in  San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico,  on 
Nov.  9,  1967.  (See  March  21 ,  1968  Federal  Register) .

Diirihg  February  r<efiners_' 
stocks  decreased  68,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased 
123,000  tons,  importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  decreased 
14,000  tons,  and  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  increased  1,000 
tons  . 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  February  29,  1968  were  3,30  2,868 
short  tons,  raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  7,097,  132  tons  to  be  sup- 
plied within  the  10,400,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally ,  January  deliveries,  1968  as  compared  to  1967,  were  up 
in  all  of  the  5  regions:  Increases  --  West  17.3  percent.  New  England 
16.5  percent.  North  Centred  16.1  percent.  South  14.0  percent  and  Mid- 
Atlantic  6.9  percent. 


5.  Calendar  year  1967  sugar  deliveries  werelarger  to  four  of  the  aeven 
industrial  buyer  groups  than  for  1966,  and  also  larger  for  two  of  iihe 
four  non-industrial  groups.  On  a  national  basis  deliveries  to  industrial 
buyers  increased  0.7  percent,  and  to  non- industrial  buyers  decreased 
2.1'  percent.  The  national  total  decreased  0  .4  percent.
